The democrats are making a hard fight 
for recognition of the Cuban republic as 
furnishing the best solution on the present 
“difficulties, but the chances are against 
‘their success. 

It has been the most exciting day the 
national capital has known in years. The 
scenes in the house were in the highest 
degree sensational. During the past few 
days-public feeling has been worked up to 
the highest tension and all this culminated 
in a series of outbreaks, which, taken to- 
gether, made the day one that is almost 
unique in the history of the American con- 
gress. 

Crowds About the Capitol. 

The expectation of the action in one house 
or the other took thousands of people to the 
capitol, ‘and despite the new rules, every 
available bit of space in the house gal- 
leries was occupied and thousands tried to 
obtain admittance only to fail. Those who 
waited through the routine business, which 
occupied the first three hours of the house’s 
time. were more than repaid by the devel- 
opments that came later. The storm cen- 
ter was there, and there was as great a 
variety of action as could have been hoped 
for by the greatest lover of the sensational. 

It was calm enough up till 3 o’clock, when 
Acting Chairman Adams, of the foreign af- 
fairs committee, was recognized to make 
the majority report for that committee.

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FORTY THOUSAND TROOPS > 
_ WILL BE CALLED AT ONCE. 


Washington, April 13.—Complete arrangements have been 
made for the immediate mobilization of practically the entire 
military force of the government at the Chickamauga national 
park at the first sign of trouble. It is expected, in case of neces- 
sity, a call will be issued for about 40,000 troops, preferably 
from the national guard of the different states and territories. 

General Flagler, chief of the bureau of @rdnance of the 
army, is bending every effort toward thesupplying of the sea- 
coast fortifications with the rapid-fire and other formidable guns.

RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY 
HOUSE SOUNDING FOR WAR 


“Whereas, the government of Spain, for three years past, has 
been waging war on the island of Cuba against a revolution by 
the inhabitants thereof without making any substantial progress 
towards the suppression of said revolution, and has conducted 
the warfare ina manner contrary to the laws of nations by 
methods inhuman and uncivilized, causing the death by starva- 
tion of more than two hundred thousand innocent non-combat- 
ants, the victims being for the most part helpless women and 
children, inflicting intolerable injury to the commercial interests 
of the United States, involving the destruction of the lives and 
property of many’ of our citizens, entailing the-expenditure of 
millions of money in patroling our coast and policing the high 
seas in order to maintain our neutrality; and 

“Whereas, this long series of losses, injuries and burdens for 
which Spain is responsible has culminated in the destruction of 
the United States battleship Maine in the harbor of Havana and 
in the death of 266 of our seamen, 

“Resolved, etc., That the president is hereby authorized and 
directed to intervene at once to stop the war in Cuba to the end 
and with the purpose of securing permanent peace and order 
there, and establishing by the free action of the people thereof 
a stable and independent government of their own in the island 
of Cuba; and the president is hereby authorized and empowered 
to use the land and naval forces of the United States to execute 
the purpose of this resolution.” 


RESOLUTIONS OF THE MINORITY 


“Resolved, first, That the United States government hereby recognizes th 
independence of the republic of Cuba. |

BAILEY MAKES A GREAT SPEECH 


Arguing for the Minority Report Sup- 
porters To Be Allowed Time for 
Debate—Row Between Bart- 
lett and Brumm—Call 
for the Vote. 


By the Associated Press. 
| Washington, April 13.—The house of rep- 
exciting and memorable days in its history, 
by a vote of 322 to 18, adopted resolutions 
| which nine-tenths of its members believe 
make war with Spiin tmevitabie. The 
resolutions adopted direct the president to 
intervene at once in Cuba, to restore peace 
and secure to the people of the island “a 
stable and independent government of their 
own,’’ and authorize him to use the army 
and navy to execute the purpose of the 
resolutions. The proceedings were marred 
by a bitter and acrimonious disply of par- 
tisan feeling. During the height of the 
excitement the lie was passed between 

Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania. and Mr. 
Bartlett. democrat, of Georgia, and a dis- 
graceful scene followed that almost de- 
scended to the level of a free fight. 

Later in the proceedings the speaker 
was obliged to again oall upan the! ser- 
Geant-at-arms with his silver mace, the 
emblem of the house’s authority, to seat 
Mr. Johnson, of Indiana, who was indig- 
hantly remonstrating against what he term- 
ed the “unnecessary war into which the 
country was being plunged ” 

Only forty minutes were given for debate 
and @ special rule was required to get the 
resolutions before the house. The minority 
resolutions, which declared for the recog- 
nition of the existing government of Cuba, 
were voted down, but they secured the 
votes of three republicans. Some stirring 
and patriotic sentiments were voiced dur- 
ing the debate, which lifted the galleries 
and the "members to @ high pitch of. en- 
thusiasm. 

The capitol was again like a beleaguered 
citadel. Thousands upon thousands swarm- 
ed into the corridors and galleries to wit- 
ness the exciting scenes and to hear the 
ptirriig oratory.>. 

Arrival of the Report. 

At 3 o’clock Mr. Adams, acting chairman 
of the foreign affairs committee, came into 
the hall with a copy of the senate resolu- 
tions and instantly e hush fell upon the 
vast assemblage. The presenation of the 
resolutions was the occasion for a wild 
outburst of applause from the galleries 
and the floor. It was evident that the 
war spirit was rampant. Mr. Adams asked 
unanimous consent for the consideration 
of the resolution, and Mr. Bailey reserved 
the right to object, saying that whether 
he objected or not would depend upon a 
fair understanding as to the length of de- 
bate,

Was an Exciting Scene. 

All this time the gavel of the speaker 
was heard above the awful dim, and his 
voice was commanding the sergeant-at- 
arms to restore order.

Newport News, Va., April 13.—The flying 
equadron, which ig composed of the flag- 
ship Prooklyn, first-clas; battleship Mas- 
sachusetts, second-class battleship Texas 
and the cruisers Columbia and Minneapo- 
lis, Put to sea at 2:20 o’clcck this afternoon 
under sealed orders. 

It was learned et Old Point Comfort at 
10 o'clock this morning that Commodore 
Schley had rec2ived orders to take his 
fleet to sea. The news spread rapidly and 
hundreds of people hastened to the docks 
to see the warships depart. 

At 11:30 o’clock Commdore Schley ard 
the other officers of the ships came ashore 
to hid farewell to their wives and families, 
who were guests at the hotels. lt was an 
affecting scene, 

The ledies foilowed their husbands to the 
doek, clinging to their arms, with tears 
streaming down their cheeks, for who 
knew but that jit was the last farewell that 
would be spoken in this world. 

A few minutes later the ‘“‘all-aboard” gun 
was fired from the Brook)yn, and the of- 
ficers stepped aboard the launches. 

From the stacks of the vessels smoke 
curle@a and there Was great activity on the 
decks. The Massachvsetts moved away 
first, followed by the Columbia. ‘hen the 
Brooklyn began slowly to steam off, the 
Texas following. 

A féw seconds later the Minneapolis 
started, but she moved only a short dis- 
tance from her anchorage before she stop- 
ped.

Trying To Bring About Peace.

Jefferson, the Aristocrat, Who Espoused 
the Cause of the People, 


AND WAS A TRUE DEMOCRAT 


Grover Cleveland, the Plebeian, Who 
Courtei the Wealthy, 


AND WAS AT ALL TIMES A MUGWUMP 


One Went Out of Office Poor, the Other 
Went Out Rich—One Was States- 
man, Other an Oppositionist.

Chicago, April 13.—(Special.)—It was a 
stinging contrast which ex-Governor Alt- 
geld drew of Jefferson and Cleveland to- 
night, 

Jefferson, the founder, and Cleveland, the 
destroyer of democracy, was hisftext. 

The occasion was the Jefferson celebra- 
tion at the Central music hall, at which the 
ex-governor was the principal speaker. 

‘We have met,” said the ex-governor, ‘‘to 
celebrate the birthday of the first president 
elected by the democracy of America, and 
inasmuch as the last president elected by 
democracy is. to brought to our 
city to deline national honor give us 
instructions in morals it has cecurred to me 
that this fact taken in connection with the 
unhappy conditions of our country, as left 
by the last president and as we find them 
today, makes proper to say something 
about both of these men—the one 
founder and the other the destroyer of the 
democratic party. Comparison is’ impossi- 
ble, but contrast may be instructive, espe- 
clally to the young men of the land. 

“While Virginia was yet a British coalo- 
ny a young man named Thomas Jefferson, 
who hailed from the ianded gentry, was a 
member of the legislature. He had been 
highly edueated, was a student of ail hu- 
man affairs and was a member of the bar. 

Although born an aristocrat, he saw that 
all civilization rests on the hand that tolls. 
He saw that all of the governments of 
the earth rested on restrictive policies 
which cowed the nobler instincts and high- 
er activities of men. 

“He felt that if man were given his free- 
dom he would work out a higher destiny. 
He saw that all men came into the world 
equal and that institutions which created 
inequality were a curse to the race, and 
le devoted his life toward securing equality 
for mankind, liberty and justice. The agi- 
tiation in behalf of independence had be- 
gun. Nearly all the rich—the ‘powerful— 
the fashionabie and all that hang to these 
Classes were tories who looked with con- 
tempt on those men who talked of liberty 
and independence; the latter were called a 
rabble of demsagogues and agitators. 

“Jefferson did not do like some men w 
subsequently became distinguished; he did 
not allow others to do all of the earlier, 
unpopular and dangerous work of educat- 
ing and formulating public sentiment, but 
he became the guiding spirit of this move- 
ment.’’ 

From this beginning Governor Altgeld 
went on to trace the career of Jefferson, 
who went into office rich and came out 
poor, but above all one feature of his char- 
acter at this time is especially not.ceable; 
that is, he was always a democrat. 

“Jefferson entered public life wealthy 
and served his country faithfully. He re- 
tired from the presidency poor and died in 
poverty. In the light of more recent events 
I am impelled to declare, ‘thank God. this 
great man retired from office poor.’ There 
Was nothing to sully his character, noth- 
ing to dim the luster of his star. 


The Contrast Made.

operate on a jarger seale. The control of 
the federal government promised millions 
where the control of the state government 
meant but thousands,’’ 

The story of Clevelandism {s too fresh 
to have been forgotten. He was the enemy 
of labor, a stock speculator, all of which 
is 
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thus epitomized: 

“Theterm drewtoanend and Mr. Cleve- 
land, who originally entered the white 
house poor. now retired the possessor of 
great wealth. 

“Glancing now at the administrations of 
Mr. Cleveiand, We see the palsied hand of 
greed shaping the policy and marring the 
destiny of a great nation: we see golden 
gods, bonded altars, syndicate priests and 
nterest bearing gospels: we see the dol- 
lar made the master and man made the 
slave: we see toil disheartened and hu- 
manity weary: we see hypocrisy enthroned 
and false pretenses sanctified: we see pa- 
triotism sold and find honor on the mar- 
ket; we see the people betrayed and democ- 
racy crippled, and finally we see it all 
end amid the contempt of the honest and 
the curses of the poor. But when we turn 
to Jefferson we breath a different atmos- 
phere, we stand beneath a different sky 
end gaze on a different sun. Here are 
the altars of liberty. equality and justice. 
from which radiate these forces that 
encourage the toiler, that cheer the patriot, 
that ennoble a people and that build a 
state. 

“Here we see a man who courted not the 
rich, who served humanity. who faced ob- 
loquy, who stood for principle, who betray- 
ed no constituency and who shirked no 
duty, and finally we see him loaded with 
‘benediction, his memory encircled with 
giory and his name enshrined in immor- 
talitv. Oh, my countrymen, comopzrison ts 
impossible, Dut contrast i¢ instructive. 
Since his day generationsfof public men 
equally learned, equally able and equally 
industrious, have lived and have gone, 
whose mames are forgotten and whose 
ashes are lost. They did nothing for hu- 
imanity; they traded in influence, they jug- 
zled in politics and they lost a career.”

WHAT HE SAID ABOUT WAR 


United States Has a Right To Check 
Spain in Cuba. 


NQ EUROPEAN POWER WILL PROTEST 


Because It Would Have To Defend the 
Things We Condemn—Bryan’s 
Allusion to Lee. 


Washington, April 13.—The one hundred 
and fifty-fifth anniversary of the birth of 
Thomas Jefferson was ceiebrated here to- 
night by a dinner given at the National 
Rifles’ armory under the auspices of the 
National Association of Demorcatic Clubs. 
About 400 representative democrats trem 
all sections of the country were present, 
including many senators and representa- 
tives. The guest of honor was Hon. W. 
J. Bryan, of Nebraska. 

Mr. Bryan reeponded 
“Thomas Jefferson,” and was greeted with 
enthusiastic cheers, and throuznaout his 
speech there were many demonstritions. 
In the course of his remarks he 
feelingly of the Cuban situation, declaring 
that if the United States assumed the 
responsibility of deciding that the cruel- 
ties and barbarities of the warfare on that 
‘sland should cease, no nation in Europe 
could protest without defending the th'ngs 
which we condemned. He said that any 
man had a right to prevent the erection of 
a siaughter house in his own viurd and 
that we, who live side by side with those 
who suffer, could not refuse in the name 
of humanity to Insist that those who had 
manfully resisted the tyranny of Spain 
had earned their right to self government. 

In addition to our rights to stop the 
war on humanitarian grounds, he declared 
that we had a right to insist that arv 
government at our doors should te of such 
a character that one of our ships would 
not be blown up while under its protec- 
tion. 

He congratulated the democratic party 
also upon the fact that recent events had 
vindicated it from a charge persistentiy 
brought in the north that it was nut a 
patriotic party. He pald a glowing iribute 
to General Fitzhugh Lee, which set his 
hearers wild with enthusiasm and in ccn- 
cluding declared that the enemies of the 
democratic party could no longer revive 
issues of the civil war, but must meet 
democracy upon the issues which 
arose in time of peace.

GIBBINS ANGRY AT THE DENIAL. 


Says He Can Prove That the Maine 
Was Deliberately Blown Up. 
London, April 144.—The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes this morning an interview with Jo- 
seph Panel] Gibbins, the submarine expert,

The sub-committee of the county demo- 
cratic executive committee met at county 
headquarters in the Kiser building yester- 
day morning and reaffirmed the declara- 
tion of the county committee against the 
hiring of ward heelers by candidates. 

The subject was discussed for some time 
and the committeemen were stronger than 
ever against this form of canvassing. The 
committee also decided to require affidavits 
from all candidates the day after the elec- 


tion that they have had no dealings of a | 


pecuniary cons‘deration with any heeler. 
It was also decided that no heelers or 
workers for reward should be allowed 
around the polls. 

The gentlemen who placed their signa- 
tures to this resolution are Albert Howell, 
Jr., chairman: S. W. Day, J. F. Lester, J. 
7T. Jones, J. T. Hun, R. F. Baker, W. A. 
Bradley, T. J .Day, Malvern Hill, R. H. 
Caldwell, A. S. Pole, Reuben Arnoid, Jr., 
J. W. Goldsmith, John J. Gordon and W. 
E. Gilleland. 

According to these regulations, if any 
candidate is caught hiring ward heelers 
his votes will not be counted, no matter 
how many he may receive. The candi- 
dates themselves do not seem to regret 
these rules, as they say it saves them a 
good sum of money and they will cheer- 
fully obey. 

The sub-committee also decided to print 


the union label on the primary tickets. | 


The form adopted, which was printed in 
The Constitution several days ago, will be 
printed next week. Candidates are allow- 
ed to have their .own tickets printed if 
they desire, but unless their tickets con- 
form to the uniform ticket adopted by 
the committee they will not be counted. 

In case any candidate receiving the larg- 
est vote is convicted of having hired work- 
ers he will be counted out and the candi- 
date receiving the next highest vote will 
be declared the regular nominee. 

There seems to be a misapprehension 
among candidates and voters as to the pe- 
riod of jurisdiction of these anti-ward 
heeler resolutions, On March 18th the 
county democratic executive committee held 
a meeting and adopted resolutions pro- 
hibiting candidates from using hired work- 
ers. with a penalty of being counted out 
on conviction. On April 9th the committee 
met again and passed a similar resolution, 
with the additional clause requiring all can- 
didates to make affidavit on the day after 
election that they have not violated the 
foregoing rules. The passage of the sec- 
ond resolution does not in any way inter- 
fere with the enforcement of the first, 
which has been in effect since the day of 
its passage Any candidate found guilty 
of hiring workers since March 18th there- 
fore will be counted out. 

The only effect the second resolution has 
is that candidates must make affidavit 
that after April 9th they have not disobeyed 
the regulations. Candidates cannot be 
sworn for their actions between March 
18th and April 9th. If they are found gull- 
ty,. however, of violating the rules between 
March 18th and April $th they may be 
punished accordingly. The same applies 
from April 9th to the date of the primary. 
Every member of the executive commit- 
tee to whom the rules were presented sign- 
ed them without hesitation and the others 
will sign in the next few days.

‘he house vesterday adopted a resolu- 
tion whidh lacks the simplicity and di- 
rectness of thalt offered by the democrats.

The president is authorized, directed and 
empowered to intervene at once to restore 
peace on the island of Cuba, 
to the people thereof a firm, stable and in- 
dependent government of their own, 4nd is 
authorized to use the army and naval forces 
of the United States to secure this end.* 

This is in the nature of a proposal that 
the country shall take along step in the 
dark. It is a proposition that we go 
outside of and our tradittonal 
policy in order to secure, set up and es- 
tablish other governments. 

We do not criticise it because it 
nates from the republicans, for we have 
strenuously insisted from the first vhat 
this whole question is above and beyond 
party, being concerned with matters on 
which the representatives of the people 
* ghould present a united front. We arit- 
icise the proposiiion first, because it goes 
to an unreasonable length in seeking to 
commit this government to the unnatur- 
al policy of setting up and establishing 
a foreign government; and, second, be- 
cause it is well known that the resolu- 
tion wastihrown into its present shape to 
avoid the adoption of the simple and 
reasonable declaration prepared by the 
democratic leaders.

If that means 
anything, it means that he stopped mo- 
mentarily, and that there was no signifi- 
cance to be attached to his visit. And 
of Mr. Berner it says: “He spent a very 
short time.” ‘Nhat means that Mr. Ber- 
ner, like Mr. Atkinson, was in a great 
hurry, and that each casually passed 
through the city—-the reader being left 
to understand that they did not see one 
another. One line more would have re- 
lieved The ‘Telegraph of the suspicion 
of deliberate misrepresen'tation. If it 
had said nrerely that the “two candidates 
met in The Telegraph office and had a 
pleasant conference,” then it could not 
have been acused of biaving dealt unfair- 
ly with the public in telling balf the 
truth and suppressing the most impor- 
tant half. The old adage that half the 
truth is worse than a whole lie is par- 
ticularly applicable in this instance. 

In this connection it is amusing to note 
that The Telegraph now publishes with 
considerable display the fact that Judge 
Atkinson end Colonel Candler were an 
the same train coming from Macon, and 
that if there was any significance to be 
attached 'to the Berner~Atkinson meeting 
at Macon, this presence of Messrs. (Man- 
dler and Atkinson on the same train 
Was no less significant. It develops, 
upon investigation, that Colonel Candler 
was on his way to Atlanta from Colum- 
bus, in ‘the Columbus coach, which was 
atached at McDonough to the Atlanta 
train, Which bore Judge Atkinson, then 
returning fram the Macon conference.

The Growth of Japan. 

Japan's industrial enterprise continues 
to excite fresh wonder and astonishment. 

Without the least exaggeration it may 
be affirmed that this little island empire 
is entitled to the world’s record for its 
growth and progiress within the past few 
years. 

Prior to the recent war between Japan 
and China, the former country was lit- 
tle understood in this hemisphere. Most 
people labored under ihe impression that 
Japan was wedded to her idols, and that 
progress in the modern sense of that ex- 
pression was wholly foreign to the at- 
mosphere which she inhaled. But even 
prior to the war which brought her to 
the front with so much prestige, Japan 
had seriously commenced to rid herself 
of her encumbering superstitions and te 
borrow western ideas of life. ‘Today the 
locomotive, the telephone, the telegraph 
and the electric light are miracles of 
progress as familiar almost to the Japs 
as they are ‘to us, who first produced 
them. 

From some interesting data recently 
compiled by one of our consuls to Japan, 
it appears that the mennufacture of 
matches is extensively carried on in the 
kingdom. . There are now some forty- 
five establishments in all, employing not 
less than 11,000 operatives. Since 1893 
the growth of this industry, although re- 
tarded by the recent war, has been phe- 
nomenal. In 1896 the value of its to- 
tal output aggtregated $1,672,796, and in 
1897, $1,706,612. 

The wide-awake enterprise of the king- 
dom is still further illustrated in the 
activity displayed in its navy yards. At 
the presemt time Japan is engaged in the 
construction of seven war vessels. 

If Japan comtinues to develop at the 
present rate, there is no telling what 
possibilities of national expansion lie be 
fore her.

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Ex-Senator Ingalls on the Message. 

Such is the utter disappointment which 
the president’s war message has occa- 
sioned that even fair-minded republi- 
cans themselves are forced to admit that 
something better-was expected from the 
nation’s chief executive. One of the most 
severe criticisms promounced upon the 
president by members of his own$party 
emanates from ex-Senator John J. In- 
galls, of Kansas. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls speaks in high 
terms of the dignified and sober style 
mployed by the president in the com- 
position of his war message, but fails to 
understand why the vigor of his atti- 
tude upon the leading issues of the pres- 
ent crisis should not accord with the 
vigor of his language in denouncing the 


| barbarities of Spanish rule in Cuba. In- 


deed, the ex-senator dexllares that this 
feature of the president’s message is wor- 
thy of the best style of Bdmund Burke, 
but ‘here his generous commendation 
ends. With respect to the conclusions 
of the message, he declares them to be 
weak and impotent, and ailitogether un- 
worthy of its author. “That morality 
so lofty ‘end intelligence so clear,” ob- 


‘serves the ex-semator, “should be turned 


awry and lose ‘the name of action, is an 
enigma for which the message offers no 
solution.” But with respect to the si- 
lence of the message om the subject of 
the Maine’s destruction in Havama har- 


bor, the strictures of the ex-senator are

even more pronounced. He declares 
that the destruction of tthe Maine was 
brought about either through the negli- 
gence or the complicity of Spain, but that 
in spite of this demonstrated fact, the 
president had treated the matter with in- 
difference, merely referring it to Spain’s 
sense of justice. In this connection the 
ex-senator observes with pungent sar- 
casm that Spain in turn would .submit 
the matter to referees, like a hog case 
before a rural magistrate, . 

Is the ex-senator’s criticism harsh? At- 
though it may appear to be at first blush, 
coming from one who wears the uniform 
of the same party, yet when the char- 
acter of the outrage in Havana harbor 
is considered, including the loss of one 
of our finest battleships and the sacri- 
fice of 266 of our bravest seamen, surely 
it cannot be insisted that the ex-senator’s 
criticism igs harsh. If the destruction of 
the Maine deserved mention at all in the 
president’s message, it deserved at least 
fifty times the space accorded to it. In 
this view of the maitter ex-Senator In- 
galls’s criticism seems mild enough. 

In conclusion ex-Senator Ingalls ad- 
dresses himself with vigorous but artis- 
tic blows to Spain. He declares that 
Spain is literally a blot upon the map of 
Furope, and that her treatment of the 
Cubans is a foul stigma upon the moral 
universe. He contends that this coun- 
try will ignobly fail to do its duty if it 
does not rise up in its majesty and end 
the carnival of blood upom the island at 
our doors.

We present elsewhere a copy of a let- 
ter sent by Mr. B. J. Conyers, of Aitlan- 
ta, to Hom.

Bulletin Board Attracts Citizens 
Every Class.

PATRIOTIC SENTIMENT IS EXPRESSED 
City Alive to ihe Bttention and War 
in All of Its Phases Dis- 
cussed. 


HB streets of Atlanta were 

with excited citizens yesterday after- 

noon whe nit was announced on John 
Thompson's bulletin board that the house 
had adopted a resolution instructing the 
president ‘‘to establish a stable 
ment for free Cuba at once.” 

For the past week Thompson's 
board, at the corner of Whitehall and Al- 
abama streets, has been a perpetual war 
center. Ali day long there has been a crowd 
of interested, anxious persons pausing be- 
fore the board to read the news from Wash- 
ington between the printing times of the 
morning paper and the afternoon dailies. 

The board has kept matters up to war 
pitch. It. has even been hinted that the 
Situation has rocked along leisurely in or- 
der that his popularity as a dispenser of w 
news might attain permanence. At any 
rate, the tone his bulletins has all 
along been such that when the adoption of 
the house resolution was announced, Thomp- 
son, and not the house, was cheered. Not 
less than 400 or 500 persons blockaded the 
street yesterday afternoon to get a glimpse 
of the information posted on the board, 
and when the afternoon papers announced 
in Scopraance with the statement on the 
board, there was no hesitancy on the part 
of the bulletin readers to believe the papers. 
War had been inevitable on this board for 
a week or more, and the persistency of this 
Statement has been disturbed only occas- 
lonally, .and then it was to impart the 
modest information that a 10-cent Spanish 
cigar might be purchased for 5 cents, not 
far from the bulletin board. 

All day long yesterday telephone mes- 
sages were received at The Constitution 
office asking about the action of the house. 
When the news spread over the town that 
the house had acted, there was a renewed 
attack for information, and The Constitu- 
tion was called on to verify the various 
bulletins that had been posted at points 
Over the clty. 

When the text of the resolution was an- 
nounced there was considerable discussion 
as to what was intended by the resolution. 
It reads in its active portion: 

‘Resolved, etc., That the president is 
hereby authorized and directed to inter- 
vene at once to stop the war in Cuba to 
the end and with the purpose of securing 
permanent peace and order there and estab- 
lishing by the free action of the people 
there of a stable and independent govern- 
ment of their own tm the island of Cuba, 
gnd the president is hereby authorized and 
mpowered to use the land and naval forces 
of the United States to execute the purpose 
of this resolution.’’ 


“What Are We To Do?’’ 


“What are we to do?” asked one gentle- 
man of another yesterday afternoon. ‘‘Does 
the resolution mean that we are to drive 
the Spaniards from the island of Cuba. and 
then fight them off until the Cubans can 
fight among themselves and establish a 
government? Or are we to establish a gov- 
ernment, and, if necessary, aid that gov- 
ernment in whipping into line the Cubans 
who may chance to rebel on the ground 
that America should not interfere?’ 

And, there are a great many others who 
would like to know the same thing. But 
even in the uncertainty, and the possibii- 
ity that the senate may juggle with the 
matter, the streets held but few ‘people 
who were not talking war. The crowds 
gathered on the corners and in every con- 
venient stopping place, and talked of the 
possibility of war, and not many seemed to 
feel even the slightest tinge of regret that 
there now was a strong probability of Spain 
being forced into a lively fight.

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FIRE IN TOCCOA. 


Methodist Church and the Edwards 
House Destroyed. 

Toccoa, April 13.—(Special.)—For several 
hours a devastating fire has been raging in 
this place. The people generally, both 
woite and black, made heroic efforts ta 
stop the conflagration. 

The fire broke out in the Edwards house 
early in the morning. It was soon, how~ 
ever, extinguished, and all apprehension 
as to further danger removed. In an hour 
afterwards in the same building fire broke 
out again, and was weil under way betore 
discovered. Great efforts were made to ex- 
tinguish the flames without avatl. Just 
across the street from the Edwards housé 
Was the magnificent and stately edifice of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, It had just 
been completed and was considered by 
those who knew. as the handsomest and 
best finished edifice of its kind in north- 
east Georgia, There is nothing left to mark 
the site of this once stately pile of ma- 
sonry bit its blackened and ruined walls. 

The fire spread to the property of J. C. 
Young, J. T. Carter, A. N. Bennett and 
‘others at a loss of about $15,000 or $16,000. 
Bright & Kees, doing a mercantile busi- 
ness here, were damaged perhaps $500. H. J. 
Busha $500 or $600: C. R. Miller $600. 

The dainage to property om the opposite 
Side of the street is considerable, The most 
serious losses are those of G. W. Edwards, 
which resulted in destroying not only his 
hotel, but practically his household and his 
kitchen furniture. His loss will probably 
reach $4,000. Just what is the loss of the 
Methodist people is unknown. They had 
only $4,000 insurance.

in the establishment of a southern code for 
the government and suppression of yellow 
fever epidemics, and there is no doubt that 
the regulations adopted in this convention 
will be universally observed throughout the 
south. 

Mr. John Weissinger, secretary of the 
convention, will communicate at once with 
the governors of the southern states asking 
that they send the proceedings of the con- 
vention to all health and sanitary officials, 
with the request that the same be adopted 
at once for the basis of all quarantine 
operations in future. 

Dr. H. B. Horlbeck, of Charleston, S. C., 
who was the able chairman of the conven- 
tion, was still in the city yesterday. He 
is one of the leading health officials in the 
southern states, and is authority on all 
matters sanitary. He has been working 
for some time attempting to have the 
southern states to adopt an inter-state 
code of reguiations whereby yellow fever 
epidemics may be suppressed in future with- 
out the usual shot-gun methods. 

Dr. Horibeck believes the Atlanta conven- 


tion has reached the first solution of the. 


problem, and that yellow fever, if it. reap- 
pears in the south, will be much more ea- 
sily managed than ever before. 

“T do not see.’’ said Dr. Horlbeck, ‘‘why 
this convention may not result in a com- 
plete solution of the southern quarantine 
problem. The convention d'd its work thor- 
oughly. It was composed of some of the 
most learned physicians and sanitary ex- 
perts in the entire country. Those resolu- 
tions and regulations were considered se@ 
tion by section by the convention, and the 
resolutions committee, and every word 
therein should be carefully weighed by ev- 
ery southerner. 

“I think there is no doubt about the adop- 
tion of the regulations by heaith officials. 
The canvention was a representative one, 
and these men will abide by»*the result. 
It is safe to say there will be no further 
shot-gun quarantines, and when these regu- 
lations are posted in every town and city in 
the south and the people are thoroughly 
educated as to the requirements, yellow 
jack will scarceiy be able to show his head 
in this section again. 

“Meanwhile the press should use every 
effort to publish all these regulations. The 
Constitution’s report of the full proceed- 
ings this morning could not have been bet- 
ter. It was excellent, and wiil doubtless 
do much good. every southern paper 
would take hold of the matter from now on, 
ince the southern people the regu- 
lations must be observed, there will be no 
trouble. There is no doubt that the pide 
lanta convention means a world of good for

and that she was to kill herself as soon as 
the river was reached. 

“Meet the car and stop the woman,” was 
the injunction over the wire. “It means 
the saving of her life.’’ 

The message was received just six min- 
utes before the car wag due to reach Bol- 
ton. Mr. Seston, who answered the tele- 
phone in Bolton, hurried to the depot of the 
trolley line. The car was then coming 
around the curve and the first person he 
noticed was the woman in elegant clothes. 

“I must arrest you,’’ Mr. Seston said, as 
he touched the woman on her arm to at- 
tract her attention. He then explained 
that he was told to stop her, as she in- 
tended to suicide in the river. 

The woman sprang aside, drew a revolver 
from her ekirt and tried to pull the trig- 
ger. Street Car Conductor Tumlinson, on 
whose car the woman had traveled to Bol- 
ton, caught the weapon and threw it to 
the ground, 

Returning to the city the woman again 
made a desperate effort to kill herself by 
cutting her throat with a knife, which she 
had concealed in the folds of her skirt. 

Suicide Was Premeditated. 

Late yesterday afternoon the woman, 
Nellie McGriff, called at The Constitution 
office. She was elegantly dressed. 

“I wish to say goodby before killing my- 
self, and I hope ‘you will ‘make no sensa- 
tion of the finding of my -body should it 
ever float to the water’s surface. Just 
treat the matter as of no importance to 
the readers of The Constitution and please 
say as little as possible about it,’’ said she. 

The woman, pale and trembling, but 
earnest and determined, left The Constitu- 
tion office hurriedly. 

She was gone before the full méaning of 
her apnouncement was realized, as many 
of her unfortunate class frequently threat- 
en suicide. An effort was made to follow 
her, but she was lost in the crowds and 
could not be seen. 

At 6 o’clock she boarded a car for the 
river, but it was not known until nearly 7 
o’clock that she was on her way to the 
river. 

The police had been notified and a search 
of the city was being made by them for 
the woman. She had said nothing about the 
matter until nearly half way to the river, 
when she told the conductor that she was 
going to Kill herself when Bolton was 
reached. He laughingly’told the conductor 
he met coming into the city that a suicide 
was on his car. The incoming conduc- 
tor brought the information to the city 
that saved the woman's life. 

The Woman’s Sad Story. 

Last night she was placed in the woman's 
department of the police barracks and was 
put in the care of Miss Sue Holloway, the 
kind-hearted matron. 

“T am determined to die,’ said the unfaer- 
tunate woman. “Shame, galling an4 burn- 
ing, has driven me wild, and I have made 
up my mind that to live is but to suffer. I 
have tried to get work, tried to live over 


my life again, but each time I have been [ 


disappointed; each time I have been drag- 
ged down again by old companions, and 
each time I have broken my resolutions to 
leave the pathway of sin.”’ 

The woman is gaid to be the same that 
caused young Claud Lawrence to kill him- 
self. Lawrence, at the time of his suicide, 
is said to have been desperately in love 
with the woman, and becauge she threat- 
ened to leave him, it Is said, he took lauda- 
num,

union which the confederate vetérans 
intend to hold in Atlanta next July. By 
that time there may be a new set of vet- 
erans, mostly younger men, and it may 
be that they, too, will hold a reunion in 
Atlanta at the same time. 

However, be that as it may, the United 
Confederate Veterans write from all over 
the United States that they are coming. 
It looks as though every old soldier in 
Georgia is getting ready to come. Most 
of them will come on the cars, of course. 
Some of the cavalry will come on horse- 
back. A part of the old infantry will walk. 
From up in the mountains the vets are 
coming in wagons. There will be a long 
train of them coming from the mountains 
of Lumpkin and Habersham and from the 
plains of Rockdale and Gwinnett. 

At yesterday's meeting of the executive 
committee of the Atlanta association of 
United Confederate Veterans, held at the 
headquarters in the Kimball house, Colonel 
John Waddell, the secretary, stated that 
he had received letters from camps in these 
and other counties saying that they want- 
ed to bring tents and camp out. He is 
hunting for vacant lots where the old sol- 
diers can pitch their tents and he asked for 
suggestions. They want to be near a car 
line leading to the exposition grounds, so 
that they can easily reach that place, 
where the social reunions are to be held.

him and the Southern Mining Company. 
A temporary injunction was granted by 
Judge Lumpkin yesterday restraining the 
prison commissioners from carrying out 
the contract made with Mr. Lowe. 

The Southern Mining Company, in its 
petition filed by Messr. King & Anderson. 
states that Mr. Lowe was acting as agent 
for the company, but on the number of 
ccnvicts upon which he has obtained a 
lease Mr. Lowe refuses to turn any of them 
Over to the Southern Mining Conipany. 

This company is the same as the old Dade 
Mining Company and has in the past, as it 
intends to do in the future, used many con- 
victs in the work for mining. Mr. T. D. 
Meador ts president of tha company. 

When the prison commission of Georgia 
advertised that bids would be received by 
the commission for the lease of the con- 
victs belonging to the state, Mr. Lowe was 
engaged, on account of his familiarity with 
the usual procedure in bidding on the 
state’s convicts, to represent a large num- 
ber of companies and bid for the entire 
number of convicts, and if he should get 
the lease the convicts would then be dis- 
tributed pro rata among the companies. 

There are about 2,200 convicts now in the 
Georgia penitentiary and Mr. Lowe made 
a bid for the following companies, with the 
number they desired: Chattahoochee Brick 
Works, 300; Donaldsonville plant, 300: Dur. 
ham mines, 200; Parrott Lumber Sas age 4 
150: Dixon ‘Mitchell Company, 150:N. W. 
Dixon Company, 125; Flint River Company 
and, Flowers, 100; Mattox, 125. 

Mr. Lowe bid for the convicts $9 each 
per annum. Another bid was made of $98 
for 1,10 of the convicts, and for this num- 
ber the prison commission awarded the 
lease to the company bidding the $98. Mr.

ing grounds the vacant lots on West Peach- 
tree north of North avenue were suggest- 
ed. They are on the car line which goes 
nearest to the tabernacle, where the busi- 
ness meetings will be held, and they are 
also only one block from the Peachtree 
cars, which run out to the exposition 
grounds.

It 
is understood that other parties in the 
transaction are greatly dissatisfied and will 
seek satisfaction in the courts.”’

BONDSMEN PRACTICALLY FREE 


The Money That Has Been Tied Up 
by Litigation Will Be Placed in 
Hands of the Treasurer. 


The decision of the supreme court in the 
case of J. A. Mason against the commis- 
sioners of DeKalb county and vice versa 
will open up the large amount of money 
that has been tied up in the IHtigaltion, to 
the use of the county, and Treasurer John- 
son will be able to handle the money for 
county purposes. This is about $15,000. J. A. 
Mason, who is under bond for his appear- 
ance at court when his trial comes, will 
be arraigned before the court at the August 
term. The charge against him is embez- 
zlement and jt is thought that the case will 
be fully made and that he will be aon- 
victed. 

What property he has will be sold at the 
Miay sheriff sales to satisfy as much of the 
debt as possible, and it is said that if he 
can secure friends to make up the re- 
maining sum the prosecution may be drop- 
ped. 
It is estimated that Mr. Mason hias about 
$10,000 worth of property in and near De- 
catur and this will lessen the amount for 
which he #s Iiable to about $15,000. Mr. Ma- 
son is now an old man. In his last term the 
county commissioners saw fit to borrow 
about $75,000 and in handling this large 
amount he did not keep his books straight, 
so it is charged, and the figures became 
mixed, He had a large number of vouchers 
at his residence and in a fire there many 
of them were destroyed. This is the reason 
he assigns for not being able to fully ac- 
count for the expenditures of the money. 

The decision of the supreme court prac- 
tically releases the bondsmen of Mr. Ma- 
son. It says that before they cam be made 
liable for Mason's shortage it must be de- 
termined whether the money which Mason 
cannot account for was money collected by 
taxes or that secured from the issue of 
bonds. If it was the tax money the bonds- 
men are Hable; if the borrowed money, 
they are not. 

It is said that it will be impossible to de- 
termine this and the bondsmen are practi- 
cally free from liability. The money was 
kept in one fund and no distinction was 
made, as it was all the money of the 
county.

Much Better Than Dynamite 

The ide, of blowing up the courthouse 
was then abandoned and the play of pull- 
ing it down was adopted. The workmen 
held a consultation, aided by suggestions 
from the spectators. It w finally de- 
cided to try and pull down the rear wall 
of the old structure first. Haif wiy up 
the wall where the second story oncé was, 
there was a window. It was proposed to 
place a bar on the inside of this window 
and attaching a block and tackle to it 
have the crowd pull the wall oft. 

The ber was put in position and the 
crowd commenced to pull, but it took 
just three jerks to break the bar and the 
old wall had not been budged an inch. 
Ry thie time the excitement was at fever 
heat. After fighting in the courts for 
years to obtain the new courthouse the 
citizens of Decatur did not like the idea 
of having the old courthouse act in such 
a stubborn way Everybody was in a good 
humer, but a look of determi sat nm came 
over the face of the throng. It was evi- 
cent that the old courthouse did not stand 
much of a chance and that it had to come 
down even if the mob fell upon it and 
tore it down piece by piece. 

Anvther and a stronger. bar was placed 
In the window ard every patriotic citizen 
took a place at the rope. The first pul! 
and tne wall trembled and swayed and 
aéehout of victory went up from the crowd. 
Pull after pull on the rope and the old 
wall rocked like a enidle, but it would 
not tumbi-, 

The maddened crowd tugged at the rope 
and the oid wall swayed back and forth. 
At last the top was seen to totter like a 
drunken man and down it came wit a enish. 
But in the fiall it came across the rope 
and broke it, leaving the moain part of 
the wall standing 

It was‘only a partial vietorv, but the 
crowd wae encouraged and they set to 
work with renewed vigor. In the top part 
of the window a large part of the wall 
was hanging and it was thought dangerous 
to have any one go up and refix the rope 
until that piece could be got/down, but 
how to get it down was the question. 

Bombardment with Bricks. 

Some bright spirit suggested that the 
best way was to knock it down with rocks. 
Phe idea was a popular one and every- 
hody got a brick and started to bombard 
the stubborn wall. Old men who had not 
thrown a rock fdr forty years took a shot 
at the building. The convicts were called 
into service-and ordered to fire. The 
poor deviis enjoyed the fun immensely, 
but as throwers they did not amount to 
much. 

After some several hundred bricks had 
been thrown st the wall and no damage 
done, the bombardment was called off and 
it was decided to shoot the wall down. 
The man who guards the convicts was 
called up with 4 winchester and told to 
fire at the piece of hanging walk After 
taking careful wim he fired and miased 
the wall,*much to the amusement of the 
crowd. 

By this time the crowd was getting dis- 
Susted and they advised that some one 
be sent up in the window te fix the chain 
securely to the bar and that they all get 
together and pull the wall down. A con- 
Vict was sent up and everything wis final- 
ly arranged for what proved to be the bast 
pull. When the crowd took hold of the 
rope the wall swaved with the first pull 
on the rope. The wall bulged out about a 
foot and at last came down with a crash. 
The ground shook, the dust was blinding, 
the bricks flew for yards around, the 
crowd shouted and the 1!2 wal] was @ 
thing of the past. 

The other wails will be torn down in the 
same way, but the hard part of the work 
hes been accomplished. If yhere is a corner 
stone in the old building it has not been 
discovered yet. The idea is prevalent in 
Decatur that there is a corner stone and 
inside of wt there wil) be found several 
bottles of fine old whisky.
